In summary, to quote directly from the Charter’s Article III---Eligibility and Criteria, Section 1, “Any 
active coin hobbyist residing within California at least five (5) full years prior with a verified record of 
service and support—significant and substantial involvement and interest—in numismatics may be 
nominated”. Continuing, Article IM, Section 5 states: “The criteria shall be: superior, sustained, and 
significant support and service to numismatics and its coin hobby and/or devotion and dedication, 
consistent and meritorious, to numismatic organizations”. Deadline for written nominations----and only 
nominations written and signed shall be considered----is June 30, 2004. 


Note: The Board of Directors has judged the adjective ‘active’ to be imperative, and the deadline date, 
June 30", to be mandatory. Also: Copies of the governing Charter, as it is titled, can be requested from 
‘PO Box 4104, Vallejo, California, 94590-0410’.

Out of a dozen or so examples that he had offered, I [RANDY CLIFTON] got four right , but a lot of these I 
missed by one number, so I take it as a personal victory”. At the earlier February 10, 2004 meeting, President 
JAMES OBLER bestowed the Society’s ‘Nummie Award’ “for the member who has gone above and beyond the 
call of duty for the year 2003”, and it was to DENNIS OLSWANG: “DENNIS is one person who really deserves 
this award for going unnoticed and unassuming in his duties for the Society.

HILLS, always setting 
with his wife and religiously adhering to his, or her, Secretary’s duties. He would welcome me to the meeting, asked 
how life and career progressed, and spoke of some mutual acquaintance that he and I shared or were related.
